Bauer issued a year-end state- 
ment setting forth the A.M.A.'s 
1953 program for, “the preserva- 
tion of our American system of 
Medicine.” 


He said voluntary health insur- 
ance programs must be extended 
not only to cover more persons 
but to embrace those over 65 
years of age and those suffering 
from illnesses of long duration. 

Opposes Compulsory Plan. 

The A.M.A. has bitterly opposed 
the Truman Administration’s pro- 
posal for compulsory national 
health insurance, declaring that 
voluntary, privately - operated 
plans can do the job. 

The recent report of President 
Truman's Health Commission, 


which proposed health programs 


on a state basis with the help of 
federal funds, also was con- 
demned by the A. M. A. 
Bauer listed these points as 
1953 objectives:

HAVANA, Jan. 2 (UP)—Presi- 
dent Fulgencio Batista, after bar- 
ring all gambling in Cuba, quickly 
rescinded his order Wednesday 
after casino owners agreed to halt 
a dice game known as “razzle- 
Dazzle,“ which had brought com- 
plaints from tourists who claimed 
they had been “fleeced.” 

The original decree threw the 
entertainment industry into an 
uproar and operators mobilized te 
get the order lifted. 

Batista also received a demand 
from Cuba’s leading trade organi- 
zations that he lift tax levies he 
imposed recently on Cuban cigar- 
ettes, dividends, incomes, excess 
profits and money for travel 
abroad. 

The demand was made yester- 
day in a letter to the President 
by associations of cane pranters, 
sugar mill owners, food export 
ers, the Havana stock exchange 
and the National Industrial Asso- 
ciation,

The story of those “years of 
peace” is as gruesome and hide- 
ous as the war itself, a saga of 
misery, slave labor, and death 
which makes the hollowest mock- 
ery of any present-day Societ de- 
mands for the “complsory re- 
patriation” of prisoners, as the 
Soviets are insisting in Korea. 

According to the careful esti- 
mates of NATO experts, fewer 
than: half of the 7,000,000 have 
been returned to their homes or 
released to other countries during 
this entire period. Perhaps as 
many as 40 per cent, the experts 
believe, a staggering total of 2,- 
800,000, died in Soviet prison 
camps between 19A45 and 1950. 


Reds Deny They Existed. 


The remaining 700,000, if they 
live at all, still are scattered 
among prisons, labor camps, and 
factory settlements in the little- 
known interior of the Soviet 
Union.

Major New Developments. 

At any rate, the Congress con-

Will the lesson of the 80th Congress be lost 
on the leaders of the 83rd? Senator Taft, follow- 
ing the conference of party leaders with Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower on Wednesday, expressed 
confidence that harmony could be established 
between the White House and the congressional 
leadership in which again he will loom large. 

Gen. Eisenhower is reported to have promised 
that he will consult Capitol Hill on future ap- 
pointments. This should soothe Senator Taft, 
whose feelings were so publicly ruffled by the 
Durkin appointment, and appease other power- 
ful Republicans who felt that the President-elect 
was neglecting the proprieties in forming his 
Administration without their advice. 

If Senator Taft is confident of a co-operative 
relationship with the White House, that is the best 
possible reason for expecting one. But the all-im- 
portant question is: co-operation for what? The 
Senator himself says it is going to be co-opera- 
tion “in working out a legislative program: to put 
the country back on the track we abandoned 20 
years ago before the New Deal.” 

* * — 

This may be merely an oratorical flourish. It 

would be unfair to accept it as an accurate re- 
flection of the President-elect’s attitude. But if 
the event shows that the Republican leadership 
is determined to establish the kind of record it 
made in the 80th Congress, then it will have 
only itself to * if the consequences are the 
same.

According 
to Senator Taft, the question was discussed at 
the conference with Gen. Eisenhower, but the 
President-elect expressed no opinion and is leav- 
ing it entirely to the Senate. The General had 
earlier stated that he would make known his 
own opposition to the filibuster, and he may yet 
do so. ) 

It would be an inspiring example of bold lead- 
ership if the Republicans moved against the fili- 
buster at a time when they have the best chance 
of succeeding. This would not only open the 
way for fair and open consideration of civil 
rights legislation on its merits. It would express 
to the world a determination to improve demo- 
cratic processes. It would express to the country 
a determination to face forward, to deal straight- 
forwardly with complex problems, to act effec- 
tively for justice. 

This is the challenge before the Republican 
leadership. The alternative is to travel the same 
old path of the Eightieth Congress. Surely the 
vote for a “change” Nov. 4 was a vote for some- 
thing more up-to-date than that!

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Mr. Ziegenbalg and ne Dentists 


Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg’s stubborn 
refusal to hold a public hearing on the bill to 
fluoridate the city’s water supply seems te be 
getting the St. Louis Dental Society down. The 
dentists have discovered a flaw in the proposal 
and now are wondering out loud whether it 
might not be better to begin with a fresh bill. 

We think not. There is nothing wrong with 
the current bill that an/ amendment would not 
cure. As now drawn, th¢ proposal would author- 
ize the Water Commissioner to provide means 
to fluoridate the water supply “whenever appro- 
priate funds are available.” If Alderman Ziegen- 
balg would bring the bill into the open, the 
joker could easily be removed. 

But the unhappy fact is that Mr. Ziegenbalg 
apparently wants nothing to do with a public 
hearing. He seems willing te trifle with the 
dental health of the city’s children and with the 
finances of parents who will have to pay for 
much dental decay that fluoridation would pre- 
vent. 

How long will be get away with it? 
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Bi-State Caution 

The Bi-State Development Agency is consid- 
ering whether to ask the Missouri and Illinois 
legislatures for a clear, specific list of its pow- 
ers. But before proceeding, it has properly called 
a meeting to discuss the matter with representa- 
tives of the cities and counties within the metro- 
polian area. 

This caution on the agency’s part grows out 
of a misunderstanding that developed in May 
1951 over proposals to expand its field. That dif- 

- ficulty grew in part from the agency's failure to 
consult with local officials before moving ahead. 
Happily, the matter was amicably resolved. 

The current proposal, however, ought not to 
create any great stir. Agency members believe 
that existing legislation actually covers the pow- 
ers they wish spelled out. Investment brokers,

however, believe the agency's bonds might be 
made more. attractive to buyers if its powers 
were more specific. The decision to discuss the 
problem with local officials was a wise one. 
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“Rooted in Isolationism” 

Among its other errors the McCarran Immi- 
gration Act represents a terrible waste of time. 
This is plain from the wholesale criticism by 
the distinguished Commission on Immigration 
appointed by President Truman. 

The commission says the McCarran law should 
be “reconsidered and revised from beginning to 
end.” The strange thing about this is that the 
law was supposed to represent a reconsideration 
and revision of former immigration policy— 
from beginning to end. 

Yet the result was a failure. The commissidn, 
led by former Solicitor General Philip Perlman, 
concludes that the McCarran Act violates Amer- 
ican traditions of asylum for oppressed peoples. 
It handicaps our economic development by ex- 
cluding valuable aliens. It endangers our for- 
eign relations and security by insulting peoples 
of different races and religions who ought to be 
our friends. 

Why were injustice, intolerance and fear too 
often the outcome of Congress’s review of immi- 
gration policy? First, the President's com- 
mission ascribes this to “an attitude of hostility 
and distrust of all aliens.” Then it observes that 
our immigration policy is “rooted in the period 
of America’s blindest isolationism.” 

The current quota system was drawn up after 
World War I. It provides quotas for nations in 
proportion to their previous contributions of im- 
migrants. This is the “national origins” theory. 
It is completely unrealistic because it ignores 
the pressing need for emigration in some na- 
tions, and gives the largest quotas to countriés 
which need them least. The McCarran Act re- 
tains this nonsensical theory. 

The fundamental finding of the President's 
commission is that the national origins idea 
The commission pro- 
poses that immigration be limited to one-sixth 
of 1 per cent of the United States population. 
This “unified quota” would then be divided 
among countries according to their people's 
needs for asylum and our needs for immigrants 
of particular skills. 

On top of this, the commission proposes far 
more tolerant processes affecting individual 


aliens. And it suggests that all inmigrafion 


and naturalization functions be merged under a 
new agency, instead of divided between the 
State and Justice Departments. 

The commission’s work represents the finest 
study of immigration problems in many years. 
While it was made at the request of President 
Truman, the report cannot be ignored by the 
Administration of President-elect Eisenhower. 
For during the campaign Gen. Eisenhower as- 
serted flatly that “the McCarran Immigration 
Law must be rewritten.” 
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A Hot Shot From Dr. Bauer 

The medical doctors of the country should 
“clean house” by 

disciplining those physicians who are tar- 

nishing the reputation of the whole profes- 

sion by their unethical acts of overcharging, 
accepting kickbacks and making commercial 
arrangements with nne. 

Who said that? 

Some wild-eyed radical who wants to socialize 
the medical profession? Some New Deal ideal- 
ist? Some disgruntled physician who has not 
made a success of his practice? 

Not at all. These are the words of the cur- 
rently top doctor of them all—the president of 
the American Medical Association, Dr. Louis H. 
Bauer of Hempstead, N.Y. 


But this is only the start of what Dr. Bauer 


has just said to his fellow doctors. Offering 
them a set of New Year resolutions, as it were, 
he called on them to get busy behind a program 
to preserve “our American system of medicine.” 

Dr. Bauer’s nine points for his profession 
are excellent. He calls on doctors to work with 
rural communities to provide a better distribu- 
tion of physicians. He prods those states which 
have done nothing to establish care for“ the 
indigent to follow the example of states which. 
have met this need. He urges the extension 
of public health coverage to areas which do not 
have it. : 

Perhaps his sharpest recommendation of all 
is that local medical societies administer a shot 
in their own arms so that each will be a leader 
in its own community in working for these and 
other long overdue improvements in medical 
services. 

A few years ago the American Bar Associa- 
tion had .a president, Cody Fowler of Tampa, 
Fla., who warned the legal profession that they 
were inviting outside control of their profession 
by defaulting on the health needs of the public. 
The president of the American Medical Associa- 
tion greets the New Year with what amounts to 
the same warning to the medical profession. 
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Way of the Investigators 
Senator McCarran’s little arrangement with 


various Nevada hotels is easily understood. 


When he dined well and called for the check, 
there just wasn’t any check. He denies that he 
put the bite on his hosts for cash, but ac- 
knowledges that he frequently accepted free 
rooms and meals. 

And what was the other side of the arrange- 
ment? Anybody can guess, When the Flamingo 
Hotel of Las Vegas, which is owned by gang- 
sters, wanted a tax reduction, why, Senator Mc- 
Carran ambled around to the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue to see about it. And when the Nevada 
gambling interests objected to legislation in- 
tended to curtail interstate traffic in gambling 
devices, why, Senator McCarran was on hand 
to fight it. 

An arrangement for mutual benefit and re- 
ciprocal assistance—that is what Senator Mc- 
Carran evidently had with the Nevada hotels, as 
it came out in his testimony in a lawsuit. 
We do not know that there are any laws against 
it. Perhaps the Senator could go on television 


and, with adequate coaching from experts in 


show business, explain to the public just how 
open, above-board and thoroughly admirable his 
arrangement was. 

Isn’t it odd how the investigatingest Senators 
turn out so often to be slightly less than im- 
peccable in their personal characteristics? In 
addition to Senator McCarran, a fierce investi- 
gator indeed, there was J. Parnell Thomas, once 
head of the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, who served a term for taking kickbacks 
on his clerks’ salaries; and Jumping Joe McCar- 
thy, who was censured by the bar of his state for 
destroying evidence as a judge; and Senator 
Nixon, the Vice President-elect, who saw noth- 
ing wrong in financing his political activities 
with special contributions from wealthy con- 


’ stituents; and the late Representative E. E. 


Cox of Georgia, who took $2500 from a radio 
station for representing it before the FCC, 
which he was fiercely investigating at the time.

President Truman has promised Illinois Governor a clear field for 
reshaping Democratic party leadership; however, Stevenson may 
be challenged by some Senators; Republicans faced similar division 
when out of power; have Democrats learned from G. O. P. mistakes?

President Truman and Gov. Adlai Ste- 
venson, together, are seeking ways to 
rebuild and shape the leadership of the 
Democratic party during the next four 
years. 

Out of the conversations which the 
President and the Governor had at the 
ee House these facts can be vouch- 
safed: 

Mr. Truman assured Mr. Stevenson that 
he intends to stand aside from party af- 
fairs, give the Governor a clear field him- 
self, and very much 
Mr. Ste- 


initiative to lead the 
party in a role of 
constructive opposi- 
tion. 

That is exactly 
what Gov. Stevenson 
wants. He does not 
intend to remain pas- 
sive. He is not going 
to let his position in 
the Democratic par- 
ty languish. He is 
not going to be reti- 
cent or “hard to get.” 
That mood is a thing 
of the past. It will in no way character- 
ize the Governor’s approach to anything 
he will undertake as a party leader. 


Two Sources of Power 


The outlook is that this is going to be a 
difficult role for Mr. Stevenson to fulfill. 
The reason is that there are two sources 
of power within the Democratic party. 
The Governor has his hand on only one of 
these sources, and these sources of power 
are more likely to compete than to unite. 

It is generally agreed that the most ef - 
fective instrument for stating national 
Democratic policy to the country is Gov. 
Stevenson. He has the national prestige. 
— 1 the en He has the required 

en 


But the most effective instrument for 
creating—as distinct from stating—Demo- 
cratic policy is the Democratic member- 
ship of Congress, particularly the Senate. 
It is in Congress where party policy is 

principally made, however much it may be 
talked about outside Congress. 


Stevenson 


Now the reality of the political situation 


is that while the Democratic party could 
well use—indeed may need—Gov. Steven- 
son as a national spokesman, the very ex- 
ercise of this role tends to give him one 
hand on the presidential nomination four 
years hence. 

But there are Democratic Senators—like 
Richard Russell and Estes Kefauver and 
Robert Kerr—who certainly look upon 
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Science Monitor 


themselves as potential nominees in 1956 
and at the very least do not want to see 
the nomination preempted to far ahead of 
the event. 

These conflicting interests may be rec- 
oncilable if Democratic leaders put the 
welfare of the party ahead of themselves. 
It won’t be easy. But on past performance, 
it is quite a lot to ask of politicians. 


Mr. Stevenson is gradually shaping his 
own plans. 


He most certainly does not intend to be- 
come à radio-TV commentator or even to 
give political talks at regular intervals. 
He believes that speeches, if they are to 
have vitality and meaning to the nation, 
must be dictated by events and not by the 
calendar. 


Bole of the Opposition 


He does not, as a matter of fact, interid 
to identify himself as by any means auto- 
matically in opposition to what the Eisen- 
hower Administration may be doing, He 
does believe that because the Republicans 
now control both the Government and the 
editorial views of the great majority 
of the newspapers and magazines it is im- 
portant that there should be a voice which, 
as occasion requires, will be saying, “stop, 
look, and listen.” 


But to Gov. Stevenson an approach of 
“stop, look, and listen” is not the equiva- 
lent of a policy of persistent opposition. 
To the contrary, it is the Governor’s ex- 
pectation that there will be important and 
probably recurring instances in which he 
will wish do everything he can to help 
mobilize opinion behind what President 

nhower may find needful to ask the 
American people to do.

New Year’s honors list was 
headed by three new barons, two 
additional privy councillors, three 
baronets, 50 knights, and many 
new members of the great orders 
of the Bath ard of St, Michael 
and St. George. 

The Order of Merit, Britain's 
highest civil award, went to 
American-born Dr, Wilder Graves 
Penfield, professor of neurology 
and neuro-surgery at McGill 
University, Montreal. He was 
born in Spok ne, Wash., in 1891, 
but is a naturalized Canadian. He 
is a fellow-member in the order, 
limited to 24 persons, with Win- 
ston Churchill.
